A report came Sunday that a party of 
hunters from ceutral Illinois, twenty -five in 
number, bad been surrounded by fire in 
“ Niggor-wool Swamp,” thirty miles from 
hero in Missouri, and probably were all 
burned up; at least a citizen who had hired 
the party some dogs, say s the dogs came 
home last Saturday with their hair all burned 
off, and that none of the gentlemen had y et 
been heard from. 
Numerous instances of loss 
of life are hourly being reported os having 
occurred by forest fires in Missouri, 
tucky , and Illinois.

The com plaint was that the com­ 
pany had established rates 
011, a branch line 
unreasonably high, and diverted business tc 
towns on the main line. 
Tho answer of the 
company was that the branch line rates were 
reasonable, but that it had been compelled 
by competition to make rates too low on the 
main line. 
The sulstance of the commis­ 
sioners’ decision is that when tho inter-state 
bill went into effect the rate to Chicago from 
Minneapolis and other points on the roxd was 
15 cents and the rate from Mazeppa,

branch line, 17, or 2 cents difference; when 
the rates were adjusted they were made re­ 
spectively 7;.^ and 123-fi or 5 cents difference, 
The commission holds 
that this is giving 
undue preference to the lowr rate towns in 
such degree as to divert traffic to them, 
whichwould naturally go to Mazeppa, and 
therefore is in violation of the third section 
of the act; 
It is ordered that the road re­ 
duce the Maz *ppa rate to 10 cents. 
The commission began the hearing of Ezra 
Rice against the 
Louisville 
S o Nashville 
Railroad company and nine other southern 
railroads upon complaints alleging unjust 
and unreasonable rates for transporting oil 
in barrels as compared with tank cars, 
Virgil Powers, commissioner of tho South­ 
ern Railway and Steamship association, tes­ 
tified 011 behalf of the complainant, that oil 
in tank cars and oil in barrels should be car­ 
ried at the same rate per 100 pounds.

G ra nt a nd Ia ? e a t A p p om a ttox 
in g C ontra st. 
The contrast between the two comman­ 
ders was very striking, and cou ld not 
fail to attract marked attention, as they 
sat ten feet ap art facing each other. 
General Grant, then nearly 43 years of 
age, was 5 feet 8 inches in height, with 
shou lders slightly stoop ed. 
His hair and 
fu ll beard were a nu t brown, withou t a 
trace of gray in them. 
He had on a 
single breasted blou se, made of dark blu e 
flannel, u nbu ttoned in front, and show­ 
ing a waistcoat u nderneath. 
Ho wore 
an ordinary, p air of top boots, with his 
trou sers inside, and was withou t sp u rs. 
Tho boots and p ortion of liis clothes were 
sp attered with mu d. 
He had had on a 
p air of thread gloves, of a dark yellow 
color, which lie had taken off on entering 
the room. 
His felt “su gar loaf” stiff 
brimmed hat was thrown on the table 
Ijeside him. 
He had no sword, and a 
p air of shou lder strap s was all there was 
abou t liim to designate his rank. 
In 
fact, asido from these, his u niform was 
that of a p rivato soldier. 
Isee, on the other hand, was fu lly six 
feet in height, and qu ite erect for one of 
his age, for he was Uftmt’a senior by 
six teen years. 
Ilis hair and fu ll beard 
were a silver gray and qu ite thick, ex ­ 
cep t that the hair had become a little 
thin in front. 
He wore a new u niform 
of Confederate gray, bu ttoned u p to tho 
throat, and at his side lie carried a long 
sword of ex ceedingly line workmanship , 
Ihe hilt stu dded with jewels.

ex cep t the clothes they carried on their 
backs, each one flatu yallyeelectp cl the 
newest su it hg had, and sou ght to p rop i­ 
tiate the g P& Qt destru ction b y a stcri- 
fice of his second 
B o w » 
Porter in Tho Centu ry.

Dr. Lu dwig 
W o lf, the em inent 
Afrie.m ex p lorer, fou nd that for a long 
distance th** Sanku ru is abou t throe miles 
wide, with an average dep th of nine feet. 
For 300 miles u p the river Dr. W olf met 
a great m any canoes. 
M any of them 
Were of enorm ou s size, twice the length 
of his little steam er, raid they easily ac­ 
com m odated eighty rowers. 
It was a 
p ictu resqu e sight tose© these great canoes 
with their force o f rowers all standing u p 
and p lying their ¡» addles so effectively 
that the\ cou ld far ou tstrip the steam er 
in sjteed. 
Of cou rse, the w hite m an and 
his p u ffing steam I » oat created immense 
ex cii* m eni rind astonishm ent, bu t very 
lilt!» * fear was m anifested. 
Some of the 
natives w e r e ini lined to be hostile, nod 
one p owerfu l tribe, tbe Bassongo Mino, 
Confessisi 
them selves to 1*» cannibals. 
The colorisi cloths and trinkets disp layed 
bv the traveler ex cited their astonish­ 
m ent and envy, and, as Dr. W olf de­ 
clined to give ail his p retty things aw ay, 
they decided to take them w ithou t ask­ 
ing jx Tu u ssion. 
One m orning some of these warriors 
were overheard talking the. matter over. 
They said it wou ld lie very easy to kill 
the white man and his email p arty, chop 
them, u p for food, and seize the steamer 
and ail the 1* au tifu l things it contained. 
One of I)r. Wolf’s help ers, a large, fleshy 
man, ex cited their p articu lar admiration, 
and they regarded him mu ch aa a farmer 
does a p rize p orker. 
As a p reliminary 
to their scheme of seriou s hostility* they 
began to p ick qu arrels with the ex jdo 
rcr’s men. 
Their chief, Tongohita, lo­ 
carne very insolent, ami told Dr. Wolf 
he bad him qu ite at his mercy. 
The ex ­ 
p lorer nnd his little force showed their 
gu ns to tho natives, who merely lau ghed* 
They thou ght the gu ns as harmlet» as so 
many ctidgels cu t from a thicket, and in 
their ignorance did not rbgard them as 
weap ons at all. 
Dr. Wolf was now able to do what 
many another ex p lorer has done when 
hostfle savage*, cou nting the little hand of 
strangers wlwm tliev believed they had 
wholly in their p ower, have decided to 
destroy them. 
Tie simp ly p aralyzed the 
natives by giving them a little idea of the 
mysteriou s p roj>erties of the shooting 
irons. 
While he was standing by tlie 
sido of the sau cy chief trying to p lacate 
that ioip ortant savage, the ex p lorer su d­ 
denly drew his revolver, held it close to 
the chiefs ear, and discharged it. 
The 
effect was magical. 
The chief shivered 
from head to foot with fear. 
lie had 
never had su ch a tingling in his ears Tie- 
fore, and he took hold of them to see if 
they were still there. 
The big crowd of 
yelling, insolent 
natives wero stru ck 
du mb with astonishment and horror. 
It 
requ ired the ex p losion of only one car­ 
tridge to convince the savages that these 
visitors were very su p erior beings who 
mu st 1x3 treated with du e couTtesy and 
resjx **t. 
Tho ]>olitic chief at once p re- 
ten» l<*d to bo the ex p lorer’s most ex cel­ 
lent friend, sent him a p resent of two 
chickens, and allowed him to go joii his 
way u nmolested. 
One day when Dr. Wolf was tramp ing 
throu gh a forest he su ddenly came to a 
grassy op ening and saw before him a 
large village of the Batu a dwarfs, whom 
Stanley heard of when he first descended 
the Congo, thou gh he did not see them. 
These cu riou s little creatu res, who are 
sp read over a large ex tent of cou ntry 
sou th of the Congo, are very similar to 
the Akka dwarfs whom Schweinfu rtli 
discovered north of that river. 
They are 
timid little folks, and they wou ld dou bt­ 
less have ru n away if they had seen Dr. 
Wolf liefore 
he 
su ddenly 
ap p eared 
among them. 
Ile fou nd them living in 
mean looking grass hu ts. 
Arou nd their 
village wero many carefu lly covered p it­ 
falls, nine to twelve feet deep , which they 
had du g for the p u rp ose of catching any 
elep hants, bu ffaloes and wild boars that 
might ventu re ou t of the forest* to feed iu 
the grassy glade where the dwarfs lived. 
At lirst the dwarfs, qu aking with fear, 
gazed on tho white man from a distance, 
bu t finally they became qu ite friendly. 
They are a little over fou r feet high, are 
coffee brown in color, and are well shap ed. 
They make no attemp t to cu ltivate the 
soil, bu t live solely by hu nting, with their 
hows and arrows and sp ears. 
They dry 
a good deal of meat, which they sell 
among the neighboring tribes for Indian 
corn, manioc, and other vegetable p ro­ 
du cts. 
Lu kengo, the king of one large 
tribe, keep s qu ite a nu mber of Batu a in 
his service, and it is their bu siness to p ro 
vide game and p alm wine for the king’s 
table. Dr. Wolf says they are ex ceedingly 
skillfu l in tho management of their bows, 
arrows and sp ears. 
The Balu ba, whom Wolf and Wiss- 
mann fou nd abou t *150 miles sou th of the 
ju nction of the Kassai and Sanku ru riv­ 
ers, are among tho gentlest and most in­ 
telligent p eop le who have been fou nd in 
Africa. 
Tvt*y have, however, one ex ­ 
ceedingly bad p ractice. 
I)r. Wolf says 
that they have liocorno very fond of gu ns 
since trading tribes who live nearer the 
white mu li have introdu ced these wea­ 
p ons among them, and they will sell their 
dau ghters and even their wives to p rocu re 
gu ns and ammu nition. These p eop le have 
many ex cellent p roverbs and max ims, 
su ch as illese: “ Law is better than force,” 
and “ Life is better than wealth.” 
They 
are regarded aa lieing, in most, resp ects, 
p ecu liarly amenable to civilizing influ ­ 
ences. 
For all that, they su p p ort one of 
the greati*st> native slave markets in 
Africa, anil Dr. Wolf « ¿ye it will take A 
long time and strong civilizing iidfu eReea 
before tltcir devotion to the sty ve fmde 
will c^ase. 
When Dr. Wolf told one 
Balu ba., chief that it Was very wrohg to 
sell 14s wives, tifo chief took- him ap art 
and ax p l?m?ed!o 
that 
the Dal/oli never sold g

bu t

Arrow T h row in g In Yorkshire. 
A “ Yorkshireman” sends tho follow­ 
ing descrip tion of the game of arrow 
throwing; Tbe Yorkshire arrow throwing 
consists in throwing an arrow the great­ 
est distance, and not in aiming at a mark, 
the grou nd from the standp oint being 
measu red ou t into p act's, each twenty 
yards ap art, radiating from the center or 
standp oint, 
and which are generally 
marked by small branches or twigs stu ck 
into the grou nd and railed “ scores;” the 
one throwing the most “scores” winning 
the match, say, ou t of abou t thirty or forty 
throws. 
The arrow is not a javelin ol 
assegai, bu t very similar to the arrow 
u sod in modern archery, thou gh withou t 
any feathers at the has« or metal at the 
|K>int. 
It is generally made of light soft 
wood, varying in length from two to 
three feet, according to the fancy of the 
thrower. 
It is rather thicker at the p oint 
than the base, and sometimes is made of 
two different kinds of wood, liox being 
u sed for tho p oint and willow for the 
l>ase. 
Tlie method of throwing is as follows: 
The thrower takes a stou t p iece of whip ­ 
cord a hou t a yard and a half in length, a 
knot lieing tied at one end so as to form 
a “ bu tton,” rou nd which the cord is 
“ hitched” after 
having 
Ih*cii p assed 
rou nd the liase end of the arrow and a 
few inches from that end: the cord is 
then brou ght down to the p oint, which 
the thrower holds in his hand, the cord 
being p erfectly tight and p arallel to the 
arrow to p revent it slip p ing from the 
“ bu tton,” or knot, at the base u ntil it is 
released in the act of throwing. 
The 
thrower then p asses the remainder of the 
cord rou nd his hand iu order to insu re a 
lietter grip , and taking u ru n of several 
yards, » is a bowler does at cricket, throws 
the arrow with a jerk overhand, as one 
wou ld throw a ball or stone, the cord 
slip p ing from the arrow an I over the 
knot as soon as the necessary imp etu s is 
given. A really ex p ert thrower will gen­ 
erally throw in a match at least from 
nine to eleven “ scoro” —i. e., 180 to 220 
yards—every throw,.hi© best efforts reach­ 
ing as high 
as thirteen or fou rteen

IIow O yster» A re W a tered . 
Not every lover of tlvi oyster knows 
that the size and p lu mp ness which are so 
higlfly p rized in the American bivalve, 
and which are so attractive in sp ecimens 
on the half shell or in the stew as to lead 
the average man to p ay a considerable 
ex tra p rice for ex tra size, am not entirely 
natu ral, and even those who do know 
that the majority of the oysters in the 
market are artificially swollen by intro­ 
du cing water into the tissu es are not all 
aware that the p rocess by which this is 
done is closely analogou s to that by 
which the food in ou r own bodies is con­ 
veyed throu gh the walls of tlie stomach 
and other p arts of the digestive ap p aratu s 
and p ou red into the blood and lymp h to 
do its work of nou rishment. 
Physiologists are, I believe, agreed that 
the p assage of the digested food throu gh 
the walls of the alimentary canal in man 
and other animals is in large p art du e to 
osmose or dialysis, and that the op eration 
of this p hysical law is a very common 
one in the animal body. 
Bu t the qu anti­ 
tative stu dy of the chemical changes in­ 
volved is generally rendered difficu lt or 
imp ossible by the very fact of their tak­ 
ing p lace in living animals where tbe ap ­ 
p lication of chemical analysis is imp ossi­ 
ble. An op p ortu nity L*, however, offered 
by tho oyster, which, since it lives in 
water and has a lx idy hO constitu ted as to 
readily p ermit the inflow and ou tflow of 
water and solu tions of salt, may lie easily 
u sed for ex p eriments. 
The resu lts of the 
ex p eriments have a p ractical as well as 
scientific interest, since they confirm the 
common ex p lanation of the increase in 
bu lk of oysters by “ floating,” and show 
that it is essentially a p rocess of watering 
in which the bu lk is increased withou t 
any corresp onding increase, bu t rather, 
if anything, a loss of nu tritive material.
